In  an  article  on  Kurz  published  in  the  Spring  1982  issue  of  IMPRINT,  Thomas 
Beckman  states  that  during  Kurz's  early  years  in  Chicago  he  "not  only 
operated  independently,  as  he  had  following  the  alliance  with  Lane,  but  also 
worked  for  other  lithographers  and  publishers".   Perhaps  this  sheds  some  light 
on  a  possible  tie  in  with  Shober.
